G FEW weeks ago a woman correspondent appealed to my 
housewifely vanity by asking me to draw up a budget for 
their family income of $3400 a year—mother, father, two 

Ailéren, &.mortgage and an Essex. Having been a laborious dub at 
at school, some complex had made me cgnscientiously keep 
accounts ever since I was first married in 1906. 
Be a self-disciplinary measure, for I have certainly received no 
fagement whatever in my virtue. On the contrary, mean ridicule

was I suggesting that any self-respecting 
woman could be required to dress worse 
than that? 
Well, now, in that frisky year I did 
rather blow myself. A three months’ trip 
covering three kinds of extreme climates 
had something to do with it. And for two 
years before I had been most abstemious. 


But in 1925 I got it back to $301. Even 
if I was sick to death of a couple of expen- 
sive gowns I had stood myself for the 1924 
trip. And, had there been the necessity, I 
could easily have shaved it down to $200, 
for I indulged in several unnecessary doo- 
dada, like a Spanish shawl, and a number 
of those fancy flowing scarves we were 
wearing that year, to say nothing of a 
couple of pairs of shoes at a fancy price I 
had never paid before. 


And, although I spent $361.39 in 1926, 
which amount included cleaners’ bills and 
manicures, etc., I find I purchased pretty 
well everything at top prices—instead of 
securing them at reduction sales, which I 
certainly would have done had I been striv- 
img to keep within a budget. Thus I 
bought a sult for $49.50, for instance, 
where a friend of mine secured a duplicate 
a few weeks later in a sale for $32.50. I 
also stood myself a fancy kimono for 
$22.50, which was on sale three days later 


for $14.75. And, in spite of my experience 
with expensive hats, I still own a $21 mis- 
take bought last spring in which some 
clever saleswoman probably told me I 
looked “real cute”—but which I discarded 
for a $3.85. Panama hat in a sale, which I 
wore for the rest of the summer. I also 
bought a horrid little cheap Jersey dress 
for $10 which I never wore, and a waist- 
coat for $2.85 on sale for which I had no 
use whatever. I can easily account for 
that additional $60 through mere silliness, 
of which’! should not have been guilty had 
the family income been painfully taut. 


Then, too, had I been retrenching, I 
would certainly have done all my own 
manicuring—which I see accounted for 
$5.50. And I would have avoided a few of 


the cleaner’s bills by the more prompt re- 


moval of initial spots, and showing off with 
more of my own pressing. I could have 
got along with Philippine nightgowns—on 
sale at $1.95-——instead of the two silk ones 
I indulged myself, even if I did secure 
those as “very specials” at $450 apiece. 
And I could have managed nicely without 
an extra palrof fancy shoes I merely 
coveted, because they were reduced from 
$25 to $12.50. 


Sinful Waste 


Mind you, I should be very annoyed if 
any of my family suggested that it was my 
duty to avoid these superfiuities—but re- 
viewing the year's account in the light of 
my former feats of economy, I can see 
where I should have considered at least 
$100 of that $361.39 for 1926 as plain sinful 
waste not so very long ago. 


I find on looking over my old dress ac- 
counts, that I once got through a year on 
$94 without looking obviously shabby or 
being socially ostracized. When | spent

$180 the succeeding year, | felt like Gloria 
Swanson on it. In fact, | went to a party 
at Gloria's house that year, and cannot re- 
call feeling embarrassed. Luckily it was 
summer, but the gown I went in cost $8.50 
on sale—washing silk. The shoes were 
white bargain-basement canvas. The stock- 
ings 39-cent near silk. And the hat one of 
those mashing sport stitched affairs that 
were quite good that year at $2.50. I was 
probably worth about $20 as I stood 
against Gloria’s $1000 or so (without the 
pearl rings,) but I don't believe she consid- 
ered I disgraced the party. Far from suf- 
fering during those years of stern 
economy, I think I was rather pleased with 
myself. It is fun economizing in a good 
cause. No creditors have ever been able 
to undermine my amour propre. (But I am 
knocking wood. Goodness knows what 
may happen if I get a waste-complex.) 


Not Niggardly 


But I insist I was not being niggardly 
with mother when I budgeted that $225 for 
her personal clothing—while the mortgage 
had to be considered. 


I have done it myself and can again, with- 


out a whine, should it be necessary. Most 
of my extravagances come from not giving 
this important matter enough time and 
thought these days. 

Sure, I would probably budget like Lita 
Grey Chaplin if I had the chance. I, too, 
would buy anything I jolly well tancied 
and blow the mistakes if it didn’t matter. 

I could probably have a wonderful time 
decking my somewhat passe charms with 
luxurious finery. 

But I have also had a corking good time 
keeping strict accounts on myself and mak.- 
ing my dollar go as far as other people's 
$100. Nobody can beat me at that game. 


GREAT 
CALIFORNIA HISTORY 


By George W. Kirkman 


Cre Founds First California Colony: 
May 3, 1535. How many know that the 
world-famous Conqueror of Mexico came 
in person to the California’ and there 
founded a colony? No more stirring story 
ever was told, than that narrating the va- 
rious dramatic events attending it, involv- 
ing as it did The Isle of The Amazons, 
abounding in pearts and gold; a wonderful 
mermanh, who astounded the San Lazaro’s 
crew, miutinies, shipwrecks, massacres, 
wild adventures, death, desertion, and dire 
disasters manifold .. . 
lated, later, in The Times. It was this two 
year attempt to start a colony, that gave 
the name California to this region—then, 
as now, endowed and endued with ro 
mance, fable, tragedy, heroic endeavor, 
and high fortune. 


Bice Antonio Romeu, Fifth Governor of 
California: May 18, 1790. Worn out 
by the spectacular tantrums of his pice 
turésque and high-tempered wife. The 
Gobernadora, Dona Eulalia, whose pranks 
had convulsed California with laughter for 
several years, and who incessantly in- 
trigued for his return to her beloved na- 
tive Mexico City-—Gov. (Lieut.Col.) Don 
Pedro Fages had asked to be relieved of 
his office here. Strangely enough, his 
successor, who was appointed Governor 
of California on May 18, 1790, was none 
other than Romeu, who had joined with 
Ex-Gov. De Fages’s request—in 
aforetime persuading Dona Eulalia to 
come to California, and join her husband, 
Fages, at Monterey! And thus, by a curt- 


ous whimsy of that fickle jade, Fortune, . 


the capricious Bulalia had unwittingly re- 
warded Romeu for sending her here, by 
bringing about his own later appointment 
as Governor! 


Capt. Romeu, a capable officer of the 
King of Spain, and a protege of Victroy 
Revilla Gigedo, played a famous part in 
the campaign against the Yuma Indians, 
who had just destroyed the two new mis- 
sions near Yuma, and had massacred the 
padres, soldiers, and settlers resident 
therein. On September 16, 1782, Romeu 


had arrived at the Colorado River with ‘ 


108 soldiers, and was joined there by De 
Neve with sixty men. Romeu camped on 
the treacherous Yumas’ trall quite success- 
fully, slaying 108 of the redskins, captur- 
ing eighty-five others, freeing some Chris- 
tian captives, and retaking 1048 horses 
from these warlike savages. However, as 
a tribe, the Yumas wete mever subjugated 
by the Spaniards; and their continued hos- 
tility henceforth closed the Overland 
Route to California then recently discov- 
ered and opened, by the celebrated Anza. 


Romeu reached Monterey, Cal.. on Oc 
tober 13, 1791, and there met and relieved 
Fages, who was a weary of his troubles 
with the mission hierarchs. Naught of 
importance happened during Romeu’s rule 
as Governor, save the passage of the law 
of 1791, providing for pueblo governments 
for the towns that were now growing up 
around the presidios or Spanish military 
posts in California. Romeu was in bad 
health, and the Monterey fogs soon fin- 
ished him off. He died in office, om April 
7, 1792; and was duly buried at San Carlos 


as will be re-. 


Mission, with the high honors due a Gov- 
ernor. 


Emperor, New Ruler of Cali- 
fornia: May. 19, 1822. Iturbide, 
‘who had revolted, overthrown the rule of 
Spain in Mexico, secured Mexico's inde- 
pendence, and had ridden into power on 


~ the shoulders of his soldiers and the rev- 


olutionary unrest rampant In Mexico, had 
finally established the brand-new Empire 
of Mexico, in. modern imitation of the an- 
cient Empire of The Aztecs. At his secret 
instigation, his soldiery .had united with 
the rabble of Mexico City, to clamor for 
his acceptance of thig hastily improvised 
throne. So, on May 19, 1822, Iturbide took 
the coronation oath, ag Emperor of Mex- 
ico; and next month, he sent his envoy, 
San Vicente, to the Californias, with 
‘twenty-five government decrees in his 
ponch) and directions to make known to 
the astonished Californians, the accession 
to the mew imperial throne, of hig ex- 
tremely serene Majesty, as Don Agustin I. 


Elects First Congress- 
man: May 21, 1822. Pursuant to 
the. First General Election ever Weld in 
California, the people's fire representa- 
tives met in solemn session at Monterey, 
and duly elected Gov. Sola to be the Con- 
gressman from California to the new Mext!- 
can Congress. On May 21, 1822, his elec 
tion was duly certified by the Secretary of

and California thug joined its’sister Prov- 
inces of Mexico, in their new imperio 
democratic government, to the head of 
which Iturbide had now risen, thanks to 
his Pretorian Guard in Mexico City. By 
this Monterey election, California  ob- 
tained a voice in its own government, for 
the first time in its colorful history. 


ason Made Governor of California: 
May 31, 1847. Col. Richard B. Mason, 
United States Army, arrived im California 
on February 12, 15847, orders from 
Washington that decreed t the ranking 
officer over the land-forces here should 
act as Civil Governor of Galifornia. Mason 
had been sent to relieve Gen. Kearny; and 
soen joifed Commodore Shubrick in a pub- 
lic declaration, that Mason was to be Gov- 
ernor, and the Capital was to be at Mont- 
erey, and not at Los Angeles, which 
thrice aforetime had been designated as 
the capita] of California. 

Mason pald a famous visit to Los An. 
geles, early in April, 1847, and ordered 
Fremont to turn over to him all records 
and lists of appointments made by him 
whilst Governor. While here, Mason and 
Fremont had a fierce quarrel, that ended 
up in a challenge to fight a duel; but the 
two high-spirited officers did not meet on 
the fieldof-honor. Kearny and Fremont 
left California on May 31, 1847; and there 
after, Mason ruled California as he listed. 
He was a capable, careful, conservative 
man and officer, endowed with much ex- 
ecutive ability, and did his best to wisely 
govern a region that then was still nomi- 
nally a part of Mexico, but was fast filling 
up with American emigrants, who wanted 
to seize lands at will, and clamored for

May 14, 1866. A profound sensation 
was caused throughout California by the 
murder of thie fearless editor of the San 
Francisco Bulletin, who had been attack- 
ing and exposing the reign of crime and 
corruption in San Francisco. revenge 
for King’s denouncing of one of the local 
crimesters, one Casey, this thug shot King 
down in cold blood. Immeasurably 
shocked by this murder of one whom the 
better element regarded as a martyr to 
public duty, the city seethed with rage, 
and the Second Vigilance Committee was 
promptly formed, largely by members of 
the First Vigilance Committee of 1861. 


Casey was promptly seized, tried, and 
hung by the Vigilantes, who then pro 
ceeded to clean up their crime-ridden city. 
Many joined the committee, swelling its 
fonces to 6000 armed men, serving as in- 
fantry and cavalry, with headquarters at 
a canbion-armed fort in the heart of the 
city, nicknamed Fort Gunnybags. The Vigi- 
lantes tried and hung four men, drove 
thirty others out of California, and made 
things so hot for evil-doérs, that 800 men 
suddenly left the city, many of them com- 
ing hither, to swell Los Angeles’ already 
large crop of loca) law-busters, and thus 
give our own Angeleno Vigilantes added 
trouble in arranging neat little neck-tie 
parties, to fit their demerits. San Fran- 
cisco Wag reduced to law and order, once 
more, and thus, King died not altogether 
in vain. The history of the vigilantes of* 
our own city has never been adequately 
written up; yet, it is ome of the most vivid 
features of our long and multi-colored 
annals.

To 
fasten the rails to it, three memorial 
spikes were used--Arizona furnishing one, 
made out of gold, iron, and silver—Nevada, 
one made of silver—and California one 
fashioned out of California gold. Brass 
bands filled the sage-brush-scented air 
with music; speches were made by silver- 
tongued orators; and then cheers rent the 
welkin, as Leland Stanford for the Central 
Pacific and Durant for the Union Pacific, 
took up the silver sledgehammer, and 
drove home the golden spike into the 
silver-bound laurel tie. 

The telegraph-wires had Bren connected 
with the golden spike, and thus carried 
the sound of the blows upon it of the silv- 
er sledge, far near, both East and 
West. An electric spark from it fired a 
cannon at the fort beside the Golden Gate, 
and rung the bells in the City Hall of San 
Francisco, whose people went wild with 
joy, over this proof that California was 
now really a part of our country... 
and all California joined in enthusiastical- 
ly rejoicing over this fateful event. The 
engine from the East gravely moved for 
ward and kissed cow-eatchers with the en- 
gine from the West. Then the western 
engine backed up, and the eastern one 
moved forward and rode the western rails: 
and the western engine then returned the 
compliment, amidst the loud cheers of the 
onlookers, and the strident whistling of 
the locomotives. 

While thes@ iron monsters of modernity 
thus bowed and curtesied to each other 
there, at this dramatic meeting, Omaha 
fired a 100-gun salute from Capitol Hill; 
and large and enthusiastic public celebra- 
tions over this epochal event were held in 
many of the large eastern cities, salutes 
were fired; bells rang in triumph; and yet- 
young America’s eagle eyes flashed proud- 
ly over this new proof of its power, 
prowess and potential penetration to the 
Pacific Coast, by the fron ways of destiny.

Lake City, along the old ploneer road 
know as the Mormon Trail, which runs 
between, the two cities, in fearly an air- 
line. In 1901, former Senator W. A. Clark, 
his brother, and associates planned, com- 
menced, and eventually completed this 
railway secured fine termina) facilities in 
peculiar affection, Inasmuch as our city 
was ite western terminal. By purchasing 
the Los Angeles Terminal Railroad, this 
railway secured fine termial facilities in 
Los Angeles, and large and valuable 
wharfage and water frontage at San Pedro, 
with other holdings there. The road was 
named the San Pedro, Los Angeles, and 
Salt Lake Ratlroad—popularly Rnown as 
Clark's Road, or the Salt Lake Road, 

On May 1, 1906, this new transconti- 
nental line was opened for service, and 
speedily proved both populad and a valu 
able asset to the prosperity of both Utah 
and our city, as it cut off a third of the 
distance between the ~cean and Salt Lake. 
Fast trains were put on, and connections 
made at Sait Lake with the Union Pacific, 
thus ensuring speedy traffic with Chicago 
and the Eagt. It was later operated by 
the Union Pacific, under whose control it 
passed in 1921; and now forms part of 
the Union Pacific System. Its scenic 
beauty, through the Southern Nevada 
canyons and gorges, is notable; and its 
100-mile of high-line along the Meadow 
Valley wash, is a remarkable feat of mod- 
ern engineering. The route closely fol- 
lows the old Mormon trail, that ran from

The Neurotic Child 

Everywhere we look about us and inevit- 
ably we see the same reaction—nerves, 
nerves, always nerves! High-strung, senst- 
tized, irritable, high-pitched, emotionalized 
people, with Little self-control—with biased 
and warped judgment about others and «@ 
constant selffocus on their own woes and 
allments that is distorting and unnatural! 


A Lest Art 

Relaxation is ua lost art, y uw 
known in the modern sphere of life. The 
hustle and Lustie, the concentrated attention 
that must be given to the process of making 
a living, is so great that calm, meditative si- 
lence is almost foreign to our natures. 

We look upon the entire problem and are 
sorry. We deplore our high state of nerv- 
ous tension. But what are we doing about 
it? 

Premature Growth 

The jazz of our existence creeps into the 
veins of the child earlier in life than it 
ever has before. Children of six, eight and 
ten now have more “adultishness” than at 
any period tn history. Precociousness iq the 
rule instead of the exception. 

The high tension of living is communt- 
cated way down the line so that it is nothing 
unusual to find a two or three-year-old neu- 
rotic, displaying the same signs of neuras- 
thenia seen in his elders. 


Dad and Mother! 


Of course, the entire neurotic environment 
will favor such development. 

The harsh answers he hears, the quick, ir- 
ritable conversations, the petty discords, the 
picayune quarrels, the failure in the little 
courtesies that count—all these impress 
themselves on his mind and he becomes an 
intimate part of such an environment. It is 
not long before he reacts as his elders. 


Sleep 

Not only are there mental reasons for neu- 
rasthenia but physiological ones as well. 

Time and again, it is due to a child's 
sleepless habits. The nap should be en- 
couraged and insisted aQpom long past the 
early period of infancy. 

The nap is just as essential for the child 
of ten or tWelve as it is for the tiny Infant. 

Where the body is not tired, restless and 
over-stimulated through lack of sleep, it is 
much more dificult to create a neurotic 
environment. 


Recreation vs. Excitement 
Again, the habits and amusements the av- 
érage mother gives her thild will also deter- 
mine his nervous tendencies.

t article on a visit to the health 
has aroused considerable comment. I 
singled out this letter in particular because 
of several popular misunderstandings. 

The big question involved is “Why is natu- 
ral, unprocessed food more expensive than 
the unnatural, processed food?” a 

There are several reasons, principal 
among which is that the very act of process- 
ing tends to preserve the food indefinitely. 

For instance, to take up the items men- 
tioned in this communication: 

Raw sugar does not keep nearly as well 
as refined sugar notwithstanding that it 
may be cheaper te produce. The sugar 
harvest must extend through the year. Raw 
sugar tends te spoil. Refined sugar will 
keep so that the market can be stabilized 
twelve months a year. 

Refined sugar can be kept tn practically 
every climate and under many conditions 
where raw sugar would spoil. 

Thus there is no loss on refined sugar 
and there is on raw sugar. 

Again, the process of refinement tends to 
Increase sales. One can find a bigger mar- 
ket on refined products than on similar un- 
refined foods. | 

It is well known that it takes more refined 
foods to satisfy the appetite than unproc- 
essed foods. 
~ What I have said about raw sugar is also 
true of rice and the other cereals. 

A few weeks ago I published a letter deal- 
ing with the cause of higher prices for 
brown rice. 

Every miller knows that he can keep his 
refined cereals indefinitely while his un- 
processed cereals tend to spoil within a 
very few months, especially where there are 
dampness, moisture and sharp fluctuations 
in temperatures. 

It costs more to make the rice white, but 
spreading it over a period of twelve months, 
and deducting losses in the brown rice, 
you can easily understand why the unre- 
fined rice is more expensive than the white 
rice. 

We are also faced with the laws of supply 
and demand. Mass production is always 
cheaper than small quantity production. The 
unprocessed foods are yet In the great mi- 
nority. Consequently their prices must be 
higher. 

In food production not only the original 
cost of manufacture must be taken into con-. 
sideration but many other factors as well. 
Mass production, seasonal stability, seasonal 
harvest, self-keeping properties, the extent 
of the market, mabks consumption, storage 
capacities and popular preference are all ele- 
ments which govern the cost to the ultimate 
consumer. 

Candidly, I hope to see the day when un- 
refined, unprocessed foods will be in such 
great demand, that their cost will be as it 
logically should be—much less than the 
more expensive refined products.

Apropos the amoebic end of dysentery, | 
think it would not be amiss to relate a few 
interesting experiences. 

Dectors are too prone to diagnose the 
common types of dysentery as amoebic 
dysentery. 

There is nothing the average doctor can 
do for common dysentery except to pre 
scribe a diet. For amoebic dysentery, how- 
ever, he can influence the sale of a couple 
of doren emetine “shots,” usually at ten to 
twenty dollars “per each.” 

Many laboratories will “cooperate” with 
the doctor on such a diagnosis. 


The sample of bowel excreta is sent to the 
laboratory with the doetor’s “suspicions.” 
Usually they are confirmed. 

The laboratory with its eye to business 
knows better than to contradict the doctor's 
“suspicions.” 

It is on this pernicious system that thou- 
sands of patients are diagnosed as having 
amoebic dysentery when all they have is 


common dysentery as the result of wrong 


diet. 

I have asked patients who came to me 
with a diagnosis of amoebic dysentery to 
send specimens to the laboratory and tell 
them nothing about “suspicious” findings. 
With but one or two exceptions, invariably 
they came back with no important findings. 

The point I want to stress ts the false 
@iagnosis of amoebic dysentery when nto 
such condition exists. 

Gratiting, however, that this particular 
case may be a true amoebic infection by an 
animaicule (a tiny germ of animal origin) 
called entomoeba histolytica. on the ques- 
tion of treatment I take sharp issue with 
the customary emetine and ipecac routine.

Americans in China face the pros- 
pect of other losses. Should extraterritoria! 
protection be given up they would be sub 
ject to danger of capricious taxation. Their 
credits, contracts and collections would de- 
pend on Chinese courts. And the Chinese 
are apt to recall the justice they have had 
in the foreign consular courts, where up to 
now they had had to sue aliens. 


Germans, who lost their extraterritorial 
privileges during the war, told me that they 
had no compaint to make on personal treat- 
ment by Chinese police and officials, but 
cheating customers could no longer be 
forced to pay. 

America’s trade with China was & quarter 
of a billion dollars last year, one-sixth of 
Chiha’s whole foreign trade. If any clash 
arises between this Government and Chi- 
nese of either North or South, the weapon 
of the boycott will cut it ‘off almost com- 
pletely, as happened to England's trade. 


A leader of our varnish industry was talk- 
ing with me in New York; Chinese tung oil, 
coming from far Szechuan on the Upper 
Yangtze, is one of the essential raw prod- 
ucts of his industry. Foreign boats are no 
longer running on the Upper Yangtze, but 
bis.tung ofl is still shooting the rapids in 
the old-style sampan. Will something oc

The same situation exists with bean oll 
for our soap industry, peanuts for our base- 
ball games, and hairnets for our bobbed 
women. 

Great firms like the Standard Of] Com- 
pany of New York and the Singer Sewing 
Machine Company which do business 
throughout China on a basis of small cred- 
its, face grave difficulties during the period 
of readjustment. Chinese Government and 
railway bonds held by Americans to the ex- 
tent of $30,000,000 to $50,000,000 face as like- 
ly a depreciation for the time being as do 
skyscrapers in Shanghai. 

For these reasons our Government, as it 
becomes better informed, grows more con- 
servative toward the Chinese demand for 

t blank cancellation of the treaties. But 

na, irritated by previous experience, ts 
impatient. She is more likely to ask sum- 
marily, as did Turkey, than again to enter 
tortuous negotiations. 


After Ching regains full sovereignty there 
will remain the problem of many private 
titles to be settled in Chinese courts. Dis- 
putes over such titles are capable of bring- 
ing us into just the controversy which we 
have with Mexico. 

For instance, the huge city property of 
the Peking University and Methodist Mission 
within Hatemen Gate will be claimed by de- 
scendants of owners from whom it was tak- 
en by the Manchu dynasty to give to the 
mission as indemnification for damages and 
insults. A Chinese widow holds a claim 
against the French owners of the original 
Peking hotel site. Foreigners after the Box- 
er uprising, believing they would always 
have the protection of their governments, 
were very careless about procuring conven- 
tional Chinese~titles to the properties that 
came into their hands. 

Some of these were simply “squatted on,” 
under the protection of invading force, but 
the squatter has improved them with many- 
storied buildings and modern streets and 
sewerage and often transferred them to oth- 
er persons buying in good faith. 


A great British mining company, to which 
Herbert Hoover was once technical expert, 
is acoused of having “got its start” by tak- 


ing over properties from 
scared Chinese as an ac 
sommodation during the 
Boxer affair and forgetting 
to give them back. On the 
other hand, it has probably 
made those Chinese, as 
honorary officials of the 
company, more money Than 
they would have had by 
holding and exploiting the 
coal fields themselves. 

There is even the story of 
an Italian mission which, 
though its tremendous infiu- 
ence and force behind it, 
was able to dispossess Chi- 
nese who had held property 
since the ninth century and 
absorb it on the claim that 
it was once in the posses- 
sion of the medieval Nesto- 
rian Christian Church, to 
which their mission claimed 
a divinely-sanctioned heir- 
ship! 

Injustices have been com- 
mitted by one side: they 
will be comm tted by the 
other. 


“We are more modern 
than you Westerners,” said 
a student of St. John’s (a 
mission college) to me in 
Shanghai. “We are freed 
from all superstition, while 
you still have your religious- 
mindedness, your worship 
of wealth and your race 
prejudices. But we are get- 
ting our thought not from 
Russia, as you so loosely ac- 
cuse us, but from a gentile, 
carelessly-clothed American 
called John Dewey, known 
only to intel!octual circles in his own coun- 
try, but to every schoolboy over here.” 


I talked this over with Dr. Hu Shih, thir- 
ty-eight-year<' “father of the Chinese 
renaissance,” establisher of the new litera- 
ture in the language of the people and intel- 
lectual leader Df the Chinese Nationalists, as 
we crossed from London to New York a few 
days ago. Dr. Hu is on the way back to 
China from « conference to consider the 
return of Great Britain's Boxer indemnity 
payments. He returns because it was de 
cided that with the supremacy of the natfon- 
al movement there will be no more indem- 
nity to remit. 

“We are thinking,” he said, “in terms of 
the great contribution to philosophical 
thought since Aristotle, which most of you 
Americans do not know is coming from your 
own country and age. It is the work of the 
pragmatic school, from William James to 
the greatest preacher of mankind today— 
Dr. John Dewey of Columbia University.” 


Dewey's thought, as the new Asiatic intel- 
ligentsia understand it, is briefly that no 
system of reasoning or religon pretending 
to explain or chart out life is of any value 
whatever, but that the results of experi- 
ment alone can constitute a rule of action. 
Only that which is demonstrated to be ben- 
eficial can be accepted as a guide. Chinese 
call the philosophy “materialistic experi- 
mentalism.” “We have attained the true 
scientific mind,” remarked one. “That is eas- 
ler for us than for you because we have pev- 
er been so religious.” . 


New China would not only scrap the old 
treaties, but would scrap all traditions, cus 
toms and beliefs that are not supported by 
the fruits of experiment. Confucianism goes 


into the discard as well as Christianity. 
There is no place in the militant National- 
ist movement for the old Chinese ideal of 
paciism. The soldier must be elevated 
from outcast to hero. . 

The principle of personal loyalty to pa- 
tron and family, which has been the cement 
of Chinese society, must make way for loy- 
alty to party creed, for patriotism and na- 
tionalism. When the Christian General 
Feng betrayed his superior, Marshal Wu Pet- 
fu, and threw his patron, President Tsao. 
out of the “Shadow-Pavilion,” the Chinese 
White House, all old China held up its hands 
in horror. But the foreign educated new 
leaders said: “He's right. If a man is in the 
way of the movement's success, throw him 
out, regardless of personal obligations.” 


They use the same justification of their 
attitude toward the missionaries who have 
educated them. “Surely they will not for- 
get our return of the Boxer indemnity and 
our many acts of friendship!” a member of 
the House Foreign Relations Commiitee ex- 
claimed to me in the hearings at Washing- 
ton. They will certainly not remember if 
they feel that remembrance will trammel 
them in the prosecution of their progiam. 

That is the mentality we musf be pte- 
pared to meet, not only in the new China 
but throughout awakened Asia. In Siam, 
for instance, pacifist Buddhism drafts all 
young men ifto monaaggeries for at least 
three months’ experience as priests, during 
which they are taught non-resistance and 
told the taking of life is an unforgivable 
sin. Now things are so changed that the 
monasteries are compelled to turn the novt- 
tiates directly over to the army for the uni- 
versal eighteen months’ military training.

Thousands in East Think to Enjoy Life and Prosper Producing 


LL over this great country of ovura, 

thousands of men and women from all 

walks of life, are dreaming a dream 
and setting its realization as their goal in 
life. They have turned their eyes toward 
California and the vision they see is a little 
home, a bit of ground they can call their 
own, an abundance of green, growing things, 
and a flock of beautiful, white hens in the 
background. From the raising and care of 
these hens they will derive the source of 
their livelihood and know, for the first time 
the bliss of being their own bosses, the 
thrill of independence. 

It’s all very alluring—in prospect. The 
realization is quite possible, too, providing 
the efforts to crystallize the dream are 
based on good judgment, tireless energy 
and unfailing courage, combined with a 
thorough understanding of conditions and 
adequate financial backing. The pitiful part 
of it all is that hundreds of such attempts 
are being made by people who know noth- 
ing about chickens, or the egg-farming 
business, who have no concept of the amount 
of labor involved in poultry raising, and 
whose faith in the sufficiency of a capital

market eggs, we have many large commer 
cial hatcheries, the State reports showing 
262 such enterprises in January, 1926, each 
with a capacity of 1000 eggs, or over. The 
total egg capacity per hatching of these 
large hatcheries is 7,781,342 and it is esti- 
mated that two or three chicks are sold 
each year for every egg capacity. 

The Leghorn hen has been first choice 
among the California egg farmers, due to 
the remarkable laying capacities of these 
birds. Necessarily, this results in the bulk 
of poultry sent to the local markets as meat 
being of light weight. Whether it be for 
broiling, frying or stewing purposes, the 
housewife's choice is most decidedly not the 
Leghorn chicken. Consequently. the pur- 
chasing power of California poultry does 
not compare favorably with that of other 


This State used to be an importer of 
eges. but since 1920 egg-production has in- 
creased so rapidly that California has be- 
come an exporter. Back in 1912 the ship- 
ment of four cars of eggs to the East in 
one week created a mild sensation, but in 
1925, interstate shipments totaled 1195 cara. 


Shipping out the surplus of eggs may 
sound simple enough but, in fact, it presents 
some serious problems. Many things gov- 
ern the market. There are causes which, 
as Edwin C. Voorhies, of the University of 
California College of Agriculture and Experi- 
ment Station, so aptly puts it, “operate per- 
sistently year after year. such as increase 
of population, consumption and standards of 
living.” The California egg merchant is 
confronted by freight charges that amount 
to a great deal, inasmuch as our chief mar- 
ket is east of the Mississippi Valley. Only 


our quality eggs are worth shipping such 
distances. Our product must be ood 
enough as to command a premium on east- 
ern markets. 

It coste the California farmer more to 
produce that quality egg, for a great deal of 
the feedstuffs are imported into the State 
and freight charges on them must be 
charged up to the egg before the profit.pan 
be reckoned. It is just such thinvs as this 
that the man who used to raise chickens 
back east, where the hens foraged a great 
deal of their food around the barnyarda, 
overlooks. 

QUALITY OUR RELIANCE 

In order to create a quality market, very 
careful grading has been resorted to and 
the result is that we have a tremendous vol- 
ume of ordinary and inferior eggs to absorb 
in the local markets. Dealers segregate ihe 
receipts into “clean extra,” “clean pullet;” 
“dirty extra,” dirty pullet,” firsts,” “thin 
shells,” “No. 3's,” “checks” and “bakers.” On- 
ly the clean extras really pay when shipped 
tO eastern markets. There is a fair mar- 
ket in near-by States, such as Arizona and 
New Mexico, for clean pullets. |

Poultry is raised im practically every 
country in the world, and very generally 
throughout the United States. Nearly ev- 
eryone harboring this dream has had some 
small contact, at least, with the immediate 
source of his morning egg. Some who come 
here to go into the business are farmers 
who have given up agricultural pursuits in 
their larger aspects, people who, along with 
other activities, have raised chickens and 
marketed eggs for years. They are just as 
likely to meet with difficulties as the ones 
who know nothing whatever about chick- 
ens, for the reason that conditions and 
methods employed in successful poultry. 
raising in California are essentially differ- 
ent from those used elsewhere and that 
keeping chickens on a farm and raising 
them as a specialty are two different things. 

As a nation, we seem to like poultry prod. 
ucts pretty well from the standpoint of both 
the producer and the consumer, to judge 
from the government statistics; but while 
the consumption of eggs, for instance, runs 
high per capita, the chicken population in- 
creased far more ra than the human 
population from 1920 to 1926, estimates 
showing a gain of 19 per cent in number of 
fowls and of but 9 per cent in the human 
nose counting. It is its popularity, in other 
words, that constitutes one of the industry's

VALUE OF SUNSHINE 


Much experimentation has been conducted 
along the lines of getting more eggs dur- 
ing days when the sun does not shine. 
There has been little doubt as to the real 
value of sunshine, but it took the experi- 
ments conducted by J. B. Dougherty, Divis- 
ion of Poultry Husbandry, at one of the Cal- 
ifornia Experimental Stations, to prove just 
how important it is. 

Three lots of hens were selected and 
housed under different conditions. The re- 
sults proved in the first place that the 
open-froat hen house, which confined the 
flock, but gave the birds some exposure to 
sunlight, was not as effective as the type 
which gave the hens access to an open yard 
where they got the full benefit of the sun- 
light. Birds housed in a window-lighted 
house, and given ten minutes daily treat- 
ment with the ultra-violet light, did very 
well, the light proving a good substitute for 
the sun, but the light and the addition of 
irradiated cod liver of] could not increase 
the egg yield or the fertility of the egg, be- 

obtained by adequate sun- 


and hatchability through the rainy and fog- 
gy days. The use of cod liver ofl that has 
been exposed to the ultra violet light, it 
was found, will bring up the average. Be- 
cause of the expense involved, the use of 
the ultra-violet light in the hen h is 
not regarded as feasible except for 
mental work.

bustness. A chickens and bit 
of tand are not going to make the most 
earnest worker a living. It has to be a lit- 
tle flock as a side-line or a sizable one as 
a business. Bnough land has to be included 
to give the chickens outside runs, and to 
provide enough green feed. This latter is 
no small amount, either. Somebody has to 
put in a lot of good hard work, too, for the 
egg machines must be kept to feeding sched- 
ule or will be thrown out of order. 

Disorganized market conditions in the last 
two years have shown pretty clearly that 
the egg farmer of California needs to do 
something to protect himself. Quite evi- 
dently the thing most needed is some 
means of controlling the market. This can 
only be done by combined forces. As things 
are today, there are several small co-opera- 
tive concerns and a greater number of in- 
dependents. No one of the co-operative or- 
ganizations controls enough power to ef- 
fectually fight the independents and when 
the prices of one group begin fighting for 
the market against the others, instability 
and disorganization result. 


The average poultry farmer sees only the 
immediate present, and he lets his eggs go 
to the highest bidder. It takes a good deal 
of vision to recognize the value of sacrific- 
ing a little gain today for the sake of insur- 
ing tomorrow. It seems to be the consen- 
sus of opinion among the men who most 
thoroughly know the conditions, that the 
California poultrymen will have to work out 
their salvation along co-operative lines if 
they are to stabilize the industry. 


California is a good place to go into the 
chicken business if you thoroughly under- 
stand the conditions and are prepared tg 
meet them. California land is very suitable 
fot the purpose, if you have enough of it 
and do not pay more for it than the busi- 
ness justifies. Expert advice is plentiful, 
but the best place to get it is from w 
disinterested sources, such as the - 
tural College at the State University, the 
Farm Bureau, the Agricultural Department 
of the Ghamber of Commerce.

Got Ho “Bargains” in 


Hatching Eggs 


ALTADENA.—R. H. Brown, 129 Wood- 


bury Road, is as fond of bargains as the 
next man. In 1924, he bought an incubator 
and brooder at a bargain and was so pleased 
with it that he bought 185 “bargain” eggs to 
fill it. He hatched out eightytwo and only 
five lived. After some study he concluded 
that low-priced eggs might not be cheap 
after all, so he paid more for the. next lot, 
got a better percentage, and more of them 
lived. The third time he bought the best 
exes he could get, and by that time he was 
so interested in poultry that he purchased 
300 baby chicks, and 187 proved to pul- 
lets. Since then he has steadily in 

the size of his flock up to about 640 laying 
hens. 

As he had decided to sell hatching eggs 
and baby chicks, he enlarged the incubating 
capacity of his plant and housed his five in- 
cubators in a dugout, three feet deep, board- 
ed up three feet above ground. He made 4 
brooder of his own which he has found to 


work well. He began with Rhode Island 
Reds and still raises thie breed. 


He differs from many poultrymen in that 
he does not want bis pullets to lay until 
they are seven months old, so he feeds the 
chicks a “growing” mash until they have de 
posited the first eggs.

No Eight-Hour Days in 
Goat Dairy | 


SAN GABRIEL.—Seventeen years ago 
Mre. Minnie Kiggin found out that she was 


afflicted with tuberculosis and that her only | 


hope lay in proper food and outdoor living. 
Goat's milk was recommended and she used 
it regularly in her health campaign. She 
grew interested in the goats themselves, 
and after she had recovered from the in- 
roads of the disease, started a goat dairy, 
partly because she wished to make the milk 
available for other sick people and partly 
because she believed it would be a good 
business for her. 


For the past eleven years she has con- 
ducted a goat dairy on her three-acre ranch 
at 838 Vista street, San Gabriel. She has 
over 3560 goats on the place now. Most of 
the milk ts wholesaled in Los Angeles, Mrs. 
Kiggin making the deliveries herself every 
day. Her youngest daughter who is in high

tablished in Pasadena and Alhambra. 

In addition to delivering, collecting and 
keeping books on the place, Mrs. Kiggin 
does most of the milking twice a day, as she 
finds it difficult to secure reliable milkers. 
Two helpers are employed to feed and care 
for the animals and handle and sterilize the 
bottles, for all the milk is bottled on the 
place, most of it In pint sizes, 

The goats spend the day in large corrals. 
At evening they are admitted, twenty-five at 
a time, into the milking yard, where they 
promptly seek thelr own stanchions and 
wait patiently to be relieved of their milk. 
The sleeping quarters are floored with ce- 
ment and the sleeping platforms are raised 
above the floor, which makes it easy to 
clean the place. Sanitation, Mrs. Kiggin 
says, is a prime requisite in the goat dairy 
business. The principal feed of the animals 
ie alfalfa and bean hay. 

Mre. Kiggin says that she has no rea) “se- 
crets” of success. The hours are very long, 
beginning at 3:30 In the morning and ending 
after dark.

Doubles Capacity of 
Packing Plant 


HEWES PARK.—Probably no change in 
agricultural activities from year to year is 
of more interest to growers than the estab- 


lishment of labor saving machinery to do 
away with the constant threat of a labor 
shortage. This is particularly noticeable in 
the citrus packing plants of Southern Callt- 
fornia. In time for the opening of the Va- 
lencia orange season, the David Hewes Or- 
ange and Lemon Association here has re 
cently completed an extensive improvement 
program in its packing plant, involving the 
enlargement of facilities for handling what 
is expected to be a very large crop this year. 

According to D. Eyman Huff, association 
manager, the plant will now be able to ship 
600 cars of citrus fruit a year, which is 
about double its former capacity. It is not 
expected that this greater capacity will be 
reached for several years to come, however. 
This year Mr. Huff believes that the associa 
tion will handle about 150 cars of lemons 
and 125 of oranges. 

The original plant was built by David 
Hewes in 1890. Later, and adjoining the first 
structure, another was put up, and now one 
of the buildings has been widened and the 
two have been put under one roof. A base 
ment has been added to one of the struc 
tures and now the two basements are con- 
nected by an underground passageway. The 
main packing plant, known as the lemon 
house, has a total floor space of 384x144 feet, 
with a storage capacity of eighty-five cars 
of fruit. A lerge concrete sweating room is 
maintained, where the lemons are brought 
from green and yellow to the silvery white 
color which Mr. Huff says brings the best 
prices. This operation requires from four to 
etx days. Storage quarters are constructed 
to maintain an even temperature and hu- 
midity rate. 

A lemon grading belt system has been in- 
stalled with a capacity of four cars of fruit a 
day. Four metal conveyor belts lift the 
empty boxes from the basement to a con- 
venient place. Thirty girls pack and eleven 
grade the fruit. As each box is packed, it is 
carried by an automatic roller to the box 
conveyor belt which takes it to the lidding 
machine. 

A similar system has been installed in the 
orange house, where a “Sunkist” electric 
stamping machine is ready to operate. At 
the peak of the orange season twenty pack- 
ers and five graders are employed in the or- 
ange department. 


Big Valencia Crop 

Recent estimates secured by the Call- 
fornia Fruit Growers’ Exchange indicate 
that the Valencia orange crop of this year 
will exceed that of last year +y fully 10 per 
cent. There will be about twenty California 
Valencia orange’ to every man, woman and 
child in the United States and Canada, the 
exchange statisticians say. it is expected 
that foreign shipments will absorb one out 
of every twenty oranges, and that the juice 
extractors will take care of several more. 
A campaign to popularize the use of both 
fruit and juice will be conducted, so that the 
marketing of this enormous crop of sum- 
mer fruit can be brought to the same satis 
factory result as that for the aavel crop 
this season, according to exchange officials. 


in Arizona 


PHOENIX (Ariz.)—In the report on 
zona crops, made by the United States Crop 
Reporting Board, on April 1, the estimate 
on winter wheat wha for a 95 per cent of 
normal yield, which is the same estimate 
given in the report of last year under the 
same date. For the entire country, the con- 
dition of winter wheat was reported at 
84.5 per cent, the highest for that date since 
1921. The lettuce crop appears certain to 
have exceeded 4000 car loads, this spring, 
mainly from the Salt River Valley. No f«- 
ures on cotton acreage being planted this 


—geason were as yet available, but during 
March, platitings became general. Some. 


early plantings were up at the time of the 
report and had received thelr first cultiva- 
tions. 


The March 21 report of the season's cot- 
ton ginnings as reported by the United 
States Census Bureau, showed a total pro- 
duction for Arizona of 119,891 bales, (run- 
ning bales, counting round as half bales) 
as compared with 115,359 bales in 1925. Ihis 
1926 production was from 167,000 harvested 
acres, the estimate of December 1. 

General rains in March improved condi- 
tions throughout the State and created opti- 
mism among the farmers. Alfalfa harvest- 
ing is under way, with a most favorable 
outlook for production. 


Citrus Growers Meet

Angeles Farm Bureau, representatives 
from the Southern Counties Farm Bureaus 
decided on definite plans fur the Citrus 
Institute and Pest Control School which is 
to be held at the Citrus Union High 
School between Glendora and Azusa, June 
24 and 26.

He goes very exhaustively into the sub 
ject in his book, “The California Poultry In- 
dustry,” Bulletin 413, and expresses this 
conctusion, “The present outlook does not 
justify a marked increase in the production 
of ekgs and poultry. If the expansion of 
the California poultry tndustry is to con- 
tinue, it should be directed toward a thore 
efficient production of the highest quality 
eges possible. It is doubtful whether Call 
fornia can compete in producing inferior 
eges, if these are to be used for out-of 
State shipments.” 


Grading standards are not uniform at the 
present time and there is a lack of common 
terminology that complicates the business 
of marketing the products. However, it has 
been quite evident that the big white egg 
from the Pacific Coast ts the one most in de- 
mand, at top prices, in the New York mar- 
ket, unquestionably our biggest outlet.

FLOCK MANAGEMENT

In an effort to secure some definite data 
that would be of real benefit to the poul- 
trymen now engeged in the business and to 
the ones who will go into it in the near fu- 


_ ture. a project was started in 1924, involv- 


ing a full year of careful ‘check on a select- 
ed group of some thirty-eight flocks in So 
noma County. They were divided into 
groups with regard to size of flock and vart- 
ous other factors and an accurate check 
was kept. The results and the methods by 
which they were attained are set forth at 
length in the report which is incorporated 
into Mr. Voorhies’s book, Bulletin 413. There 
are some high-lights which will prove gen- 
erally interesting, I believe. 


WHAT SIZE FLOCK? 


This study showed conclusively that there 
is a direct relationship between the size of 
the flock and the success of the farmer. 
Small flocks of less than 750 birds proved 
profitable onjy where the operator gave on- 
ly a portion of his time and was otherwise 
profitably employed. The medium-sized 
flock, of 750 to 1500 birds, proved too small 
for a major source of income, and unwieldy 
for a minor enterprise. The large flocks, of 
over 1500 birds, brought in adequate re- 
turns and could be efficiently managed as 
major enterprises. 

There are some interesting tables in the 
report, setting forth the relation of the size 
of the flock to the investment, of the size of 
the flock to expense, and of the size of the 
flock to the cost of producing eggs. They 
proved that there is higher egg production 
per.ben in the smaller flock, but that the to- 
tal cost per hen is smaller in the larger 
flock because of the lower feed and labor 
cost of that group. Small flocks were culled 
more heavily, which acounted for the great- 
er egg production, and their mortality was 
was about 8 per cent less. It was quite 
evident that the medium-sized flock was out 
of the picture. It would seem to leave but 
two choices for the man who wants to raise 
chickens and market eggs profitably. It 
had to be a part-time project of a big prop- 
osition taking all the time and energy and 
capital any other business would take.

This 
pump lifts water 110 feet to a sloping hill- 
side. In all some 150 acres of citrus on 
the ranch are watered by means of pumps, 
the rest being irrigated by gravity flow. 
The ranch carries riparian rights to 300 
inches of water from the Santa Clara River,

duction, Mr. Rubel, upon purchasing the 
ranch, secured the services of F. H. Gates, 
who had for three years prior to that time 
been employed by the Limoneira Ranch at 
Santa Paula. Mr. Gates is a graduate of 
the Colorado Agricultural College at Fort 
Collins. After graduating from that insti- 
tution, he was for about seven years in the 
employ of the United States Department 
of Agriculture. He had had practical ex- 
perience in citrus culture in Florida before 
going to the Limoneira Ranch. 


As manager of the Camulos Ranch, Mr. 
Gates has had an opportunity to put ideas 
of his own into practice on quite an exten- 
sive scale. Although many of the plantings 
of recent years have not as yet come into 
bearing, he has compiled some figures and 
crop reports on the groves now in produc- 
tion that Indicate excellent future possibil- 
ities from both a quantity and quality 
standpoint. He takes special pride in a 
forty-acre tract which he terms the “Va- 
lencia ferty,” half of which was planted in 
1908 and the rest in 1916. 


In 13921, he says, the yield on this forty 
acres was between 12,000 and 13,000 boxes 
of fruit. Last year he reports 19,000 
bozes of choice oranges marketed from 
the same grove, the trees of which are 
planted twenty-four feet apart. During the 
summer months most of the grove is irri- 
gated about every twenty-eight days, de- 
pending upon the moisture tm the soil, this 
being determined by meaus of soil sam- 


feet. Following an irrigation, the surface 
moisture is allowed to dry out before ¢yl- 
tivation. The soll is disced and then har- 
rowed with spike-tooth harrows, the latter 
operation being carried out for mulching 
purposes. To check on the regular cuiltt- 
vating methods, Mr. Gates is following the 
plan, hm one part of the grove, of allowing

tion whatever, making one working of the 
ground do for two waterings. Data are 
not yet available to show direct results 
from this experimental method. The 


greatly increased production of this grove’ 


and of other bearing tracts on the ranch 
is, according to Mr. Gates, due to the In- 
crease in the size of the fruit, the increase 
in the age of the trees and the general 
cultural methods followed. 

Mr. Gates says that originally the water 
was applied to the “Valencia forty” In runs 
1200 feet long. A pipeline was installed 
In the center of this grove and the runs 
were cut down to 600 feet, which, in his 
opinion, is still too long for the best re 
sults. More emphasis should be laid on 
the physical than the chemical condition 
of the soil, he thinks. “Of coursé,” he 
says, “the nitrates and the rest are neces- 
sary. but physical correction should come 
first.” For fertilizer he is using ten tons 
of manure to the acre, this being secured 
from a dairy where concentrated foods such 
as cottonseed meal are being fed to the 


cows, giving, Mr. Gates declares, a great 


amount of nitrogen. The treatment is 
given the grove each Year, being augment- 
ed by a cover crop of vetch planted in the

THE OTHER CROPS 


Of the acreage planted to walnuts the 
ranch boasts forty-two and one-half acres 
in full-bearing budded soft-shells, reported 
to yleld about 1000 pounds per acre. About 
fifteen acres of this planting is in light 
sandy soll, which brings the general aver- 
age down somewhat. The management ad- 
mits, too, that its particular section of the 
country does not rank up with the best 
walnut districts of Southern California, be- 
ing too far inland and the climate being 
a bit too warm for best resitilits with this 
crop. The bearing walnut grove at Camu 
los was planted in 1909. The rest of the 
walnut land was set out in 1916, and is in 
a much heavier type of soll, consequently 
better results are expected from it. 

A hot-alr-equipped dehydrator has been 
installed at Camulos in which to dry the 
nuts, replacing the original tray method. 
The product is processed through the Santa 
Paula Walnut Association, and sold by the 
California Walnut Growers’ Association. 

The twenty acres of apricots on the 
place are all that remain of former large 
plantings, and consist mostly of intersets 
for the walnuts. Eventually all of the ‘cot 
will be removed to make room for the 
growing walnut trees. Last year fifty 
acres of apricots were pulled out, the land 
being planted to Valencia oranges. The 
owner intends to set out a considerable 
plot to avocados in the near future, as he 
has about thirty acres believed to be suit- 
able for this fruit.

PHOENIX (Aris.)—The United States De- 
partment of Agriculture, Bureau of Agricul-

Of the Miller and Lux holdings and in these 
areas several flourishing young towns have 
sprung up within the last few years. Gust- 
ine, on the western border of the property 
im Merced county, and Newman, on the 
northern tip of the holdings, in Stanislaus 
county. are in the heart of a dairying coun- 
try. and Ingomar, also on the westera bor- 
der, in Merced county, derives its chief 
support from beef cattle. Proceeding tur- 
ther south into Merced county, still on the 
western boundary line of the property, is 
Los Banos, where farming activities in- 
clude dairying, dedciduous fruit growing 
and diversified farming. 

Practically Jn the heart of this northern 
tract lies Dos Palos and South Dos Palos, 
which are partly in Merced and partly ta 
Fresno counties. This district has been 
quite extensively colonized and ranchers 
in this section produce cotton and rice, as 
well as fruit.

Season Late for the 
Bulb Growers 


COSTA MESA.—Bulb growers report an 
exceptionally late season here. R. D. Casad, 
~ who last year began digging his Freesias as 
early as April 10, very recently found them 
still “green” and only began to dig late in 
the month. 

Mr. Cased has forty acres in freesias, 
chiefly the well-known white variety, Purity. 
He has been growing freesias out here for 
fifteen years, and finds it wise, as other bulb 
growers have found, to shift the plantations, 
growing the — im one place for three 
or four years, then planting on ground that 
has been left idle. 

The freesia is a valuable 
ing highly profitable, but it slow. It is 
peculiarly free from disease. The grower of 
daffodils or narcissi may plant in November, 
raise his crop, and at this time have his 
bulbs out of the ground and use the land 
for another crop. Not so with the freesia. 
About nine months are needed to bring it to 
perfection, for the bulbs are best planted in 
September. Irrigation is needed except in 
the very rainy months, and in Orange county 
growers find that immediately after the 
strong dry east wind known as the “Santa 
Ana” one must irrigate immediately else the 
soil bakes disastrously. 

Mr. Casad, who has been very successful 
with his freesias, uses 400 pounds of com- 


It is particularly interesting to note that 
not only has the production of the seasonal 
truck crops on the place been maintained 
and that of corn increased, but that the 
production from the dairy herd has grown 
steadily. D. L. Frampton of the firm re- 
ports with considerable pride, in discussing 
his dairy herd performance, that the herd 
production has been doubled to date since 
1918. Im that year the herd averaged 200 
pounds of butterfat, while in 1926 its aver- 
age was 489.7 pounds. This increase is 
held to be due almost entirely to the elim- 
ination of “boarders,” better breeding and 
better feeding, while cow-testing for but- 
terfat production comes in for much credit. 

The Frampton herd ranks high among 
herds in the Los Angeles County Farm 
Bureau Cow-Testing Association. The fig- 
ures show that a farm may carry on a very 
successful live-stock enterprise and at the 
same time be successful in a truck-crop- 
ping program.
